Tobacco 
Growers 


Difficulty 


NE of the main difficulties of 
Irish tobacco growers is the 
present shortage of potash as a 
fertiliser. Lack of potash in the 
soil .means that the tobacco 
“ burns ” badly, so that larger 
quantities of saltpetre must be 
used. 
This was said to an Jrish Times 
reporter in Tullow yesterday by 
Mr. George Jackson, Meganey, 
County Kildare, who added that 
when growers set out to buy pot- 
ash they found that their demand 
immediately created an artificially 
high price. Even Government de- 
partments, he said, which had for- 
merly allowed supplies of wood-ash 
to accumulate because they could 
not get rid of it, were now charging 
quite a substantial price. 
‘As regards the acceptability of 
the Irish Tobacco,’’ he went on, 
‘‘the manager of a well-known 
manufacturing firm told me that 
while they had no objection to pay- 
ing the very high Government 5 
on the better grades of leaf, which 
sold at 2s. 6d. a lb., if they wanted 
to increase the percentage of Irish 
tobacco used they would also have 
to pay the same duty on the lower 
grades which sold at 6d. a Ib.’’ 


LEAF PERCENTAGE 


The question of the percentage of 
Irish leaf was dealt with by 
Mr. W. Power, Waterford, at a 


regional meeting of tobacco-growers 
and re-handlers in Tullow Court- 
house, Tullow, County Carlow, yes- 
terday. They could, he said, pro- 
duce tobacco in Ireland comparable 
in quality and texture with any 
imported tobacco. They could do 
it by bringing on 10 per cent. each 
year, and incorporating it with the 
co-operation of the manufacturers. 

A letter from the Department o 
Agriculture, read by Mr. A. M. 
Fahy, secretary of the Irish Sugar 
Beet. Growers’ Association, Ltd., 
stated that growers producing good 
quality leaf might expect a profit- 
able return this year. The Depart- 


ment, however, advised against 
persons taking up the crop who had 
neither experience nor a certain 


amount of equipment in hand. 
Brother Canice Bennett said that 
it was up to the Government to pro- 
vide the growers with curing-barns. 
The barns were expensive. The 
Government should be asked to put 
them. up in the places where they 
would be most useful, and _ re- 
handlers could be put in -charge of 
them. 

Mr. Fahy said that the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce had 
promised to expedite the allocation

The Civic Guards will have their 
pay increased by a flat rate of 
seven shillings weekly; the 
minimum rate for agricultural 
workers will be raised by three 
shillings, and turf workers, 
employed by County Councils, 
will get a weekly wage of thirty- 
eight shillings for forty-eight 


working hours, with bonuses for 
increased production. These 
changes will take effect on 


February 1st. Cynics will be 
excused if they associate these 
welcome Christmas” gifts for 
the workers with the immi- 
nence of a general election. 
All fair-minded citizens will 
welcome the proposed increases, 
especially in the case of the Civic 
Guards, whose remuneration is 
wholly inadequate in view of the 
cuties which they are required to 
perform, and do _ perform so 
efficiently.

RAIDS ON KENT AND 
SUSSEX 


The Air Ministry last night 
stated:—‘‘ There has been some 
enemy activity to-day over coastal 
areas of Kent and Sussex. At one 
coastal town damage and a number 
of casualties were caused by bombs 
and gun-fire. Elsewhere damage was 
slight, and the number of casualties 
was small. One of the enemy aircraft, 
a bomber, was destroyed off the 
Sussex coast by our fighters. One of 
our fighters is missing.”

FOOD MARKETS 


A BANKING FALLACY 


The statement that the banker 
creates his own deposits cannot be 
a true and adequate assertion of any 
real fact, any more than the allega- 
tion that after the departure of Lewis 
Carroll’s cat the grin remained 
behind; in reality, a debit without a 
credit is as meaningless as the grin 
without the cat, said Mr. Joseph 
Brennan, M.A., LL.D., who read a 
paper entitled ‘‘ Monetary Functions 
of the Commercial Bank,” before the 
Statistical and Social Inquiry Societ 
of Ireland, at the Royal Iris 
Academy, Dawson street, last night. 
The co-existence in our commercial 
banking system of a high volume of 
time deposits with a low volume of 
current deposits gives a special im- 
portance for Irish bankers to the 
problem of transfer from one cate- 
gory to another. The fact that this 
condition is associated with large 
holdings of sterling which can readily 
be used to augment cash reserves is, 
perhaps, the most outstanding and 
characteristic feature of our banking 
position. It must be realised that 
there is much less uniformity and 
recision in the relationship between 
ae money and cash reserves than 
is sometimes supposed. 

The credit problem of this count 
does not encounter any serious diff- 
culty on the score of reserves; such 
difficulty as exists is to be found on 
the side of demand. 

In modern war conditions, he con- 
cluded, the characteristics of an 
isolated system emerge, and many 
of the checks and balances of peace- 
time are virtually inoperative. 
Enormous increases of Government 
debt are reflected in large creations 
of deposits, in which the banker is 
little more than a passing instru- 
ment. 

He concluded by saying that he 
did not wish to minimise the im- 
portant róle of the banker in the 
monetary system of to-day, but to 
give some indications that the réle 
of banker is too often exaggerated.

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BAR TO GIFT OF LAND 
CHARITY . 


The weak donor on his death-bed 
might do what he liked with shares, 
or nme or stock-in-trade, even though 
his wife and children starved: but. to 
give an estate in land validly to charity, 
he must prove his fitness by living for 
three months afterwards.

CLAIM FOR U.S. DOLLARS 


There was a further adjournment by 
District Justice Lennon, in Dublin yester- 
day, of the case in which the Southern 
Fur Company, Ltd..

Dublin, and James O’Brien, 
Clonard street, Balbriggan, Co. 
Dublin, on charges of conspiracy 
to steal, stealing and receiving 
260 gallons of petrol, the property 
of Aer Rianta, Teoranta. 
A further charge of stealing a 50- 
gallon drum of petrol was amended 
to 10 gallons of mineral hydro- 
carbon oil, and also one of stealing 
16 gallons of petrol was amended to 
14 gallons. On these two charges 
and the charges of receiving and 
conspiracy comnected with them, and 
the charges of falsification of ac- 
counts, McCabe and O’Brien were 
returned for trial to the Dublin Cir- 
cuit Court on bail of £200 each and 
two sureties of £200 each. 
The charge against Matthew 
Weldon of receiving a 50-gallon 
drum of petrol, was amended to re- 
ceiving 10 gallons of mineral hydro- 
carbon oil, and was dismissed. 
District Justice Mangan, in refus- 
ing informations against McCabe 
and O’Brien on the charges relating 
to the 260 gallons of petrol, said that 
the State had not established a 
prima facie case. He had con- 
sidered the books very carefully and 
the evidence relating to them, and 
from what he had seen in these 
ledgers he was quite satisfied that a 
ima facie case had not been estab- 
fished against the men, Dismissing 
the case against Weldon, he said he 
was not satisfied beyond all reason- 
able doubt that he had guilty 
knowledge that it was stolen or 
otherwise illegally obtained, when it 
was received on his behalf.
